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66. A wind power machine for the production of energy comprising: 
a pylon; 

a pylon attachment rotatably seated on the pylon; 

a rotor element mounted for rotation in the pylon attachment; 

a plurality of hydraulic pumps mounted in the pylon 
attachment each pump having an output selectively connected to an 
output line,- 

a transmission element positioned between the rotor element 
and the plurality of hydraulic pumps for selectively drivingly 
connecting the rotor element to one or more of the plurality of 

hydraulic pumps ; 

regulation means for selectively connecting the output from 
one or more of the plurality of hydraulic pumps to the output line 
as a function of the power output of the rotor element; and 

a monitoring unit for selectively connecting a generator and 
or load to the output line as a function of the output from the 
plurality of pumps in the output line. 

67. The wind power machine as claimed in claim 66, including a 
plurality of generators and/or loads each having a connecting 
means for connecting the plurality of generators and/or loads to 
the output line, wherein the monitoring unit selectively connects 
the plurality of generators and/or loads to the output line as a 
function of the output from the plurality of pumps in the output 
line . 

66A. A wind power machine for the production of energy comprising: 
a pylon; 

a pylon attachment rotatably seated on the pylon; 

a rotor element mounted for rotation in the pylon attachment;
